Last week be discussed the use 
of herbicides 
and 
listed 
several 
reasons why they are of limited 
use for weed control in the home 
garden. Now I d like io discuss 
with you various other practices 
that can be employed to help con­ 
trol w eed:. 
Cultivation is still the most effec­ 
tive and can be the most economi­ 
cal m eans of controlling weeds. 
True, there is little glam or in cul­ 
tivation and there is a bit of effort 
involved. 
Rotary tillers and garden trac­ 
tors can do a good *uob of cultiva­ 
tion. There is a tendency, however, 
to cultivate too deeply with these 
implements. 
A s 
a result, many 
feeder roots are injured. 
There are several types of wheel 
cultivators th at do an excellent 
job. 
if used 
frequently 
enough. 
Another fine im plem ent is the 3- 
in-1 cultivator. It looks like a min- 
ature rtel-type 
lavvnmower 
with 
teeth on the blades, and has a cut­ 
ter bar and cultivator tines. When 
using 
these 
im plem ents, 
weeds 
shouldn't be more than one or two 
inches tall. 
And let's not forget the hoe. It's 
a handy im plem ent to clean up 
weeds between plants in the row. 
Use a hoe with a sm all blade and 
keep it sharp! 
A 
loose, 
friable 
soil, slightly 
moist, makes for best cultivatoin. 
So build up the organic m atter of 
your soil and. during dry periods, 
put a little w ater on the garden the 


day before you cultivate so the 
soil will work m ore easily. 
One simple way of reducing the 
weed population is never let the 
weeds in the garden go to seed! 
You'd be surprised at how 
weed 
free your garden can be in three 
or four years if during this period 
no weeds were allowed to go to 
seed! 
We all know that anim al m anures 
are 
excellent 
soil 
am endm en's. 
They act as a fertilizer and pro­ 
vide a good source of organic m at­ 
ter. But they can also introduce 
weed seed into the garden. If m a­ 
nure is used on the garden, it’s 
best to compost it for a year be­ 
fore applying. 
A mulch is an effective way of 
keeping down weeds in the garden. 
We get added benefits of prevent­ 
ing surface evaporation of mois­ 
ture. keeping the soil cooler dur­ 
ing the hot sum m er months, and. 
at the end of the season, we can 
incorporate the mulch into the soil 
at tim e of fall plowing and thus 
add organic m atter to the soil. 
Black plastic can 
be 
used to 
help keep down weeds. However 
plastic isn't without other prob­ 
lems. There 
m ay 
be 
situations 
where it can be used effectively. 
If you have a serious weed prob­ 
lem. give it a try on a small area. 
Where you want to elim inate 
weeds on small garden areas, you 
| can sprinkle it over the soil and 
w ater it in to a depth of six inches 
or so In so w atering you tend to 
seal the soil surface. The m a t e r i a l s 
then turns to a g a s in the soil, kill­ 
ing weed seeds, insects, and nerns- 
todes. Follow directions on the la- 
ble for use.

MTNIMUM TILLAGE FOR CORN 
Tillage and weed control repre­ 
sents a large percentage of the 
cost of growing a crop of corn. 
Some farm ers are cutting this cost 
and still retaining their high yields 
by reducing the am ount of tillage. 
Research and field experience has 
proven that m inim um tillage can 
be practical and profitable. 
Minimum tillage is a principal 
and can be applied in m any differ­ 
ent ways. The following definitions 
explain some of the tillage m eth­ 
ods for corn. 


CONVENTIONAL: This refers to 
the regular or “ traditional” way 
of growing 
corn. 
This includes j 
plowing, disking one or m ore tim es 
harrowing annd surface planting. 


MINIMUM OR REDUCED TIL­ 
LAGE: This is a general term that 
refers to a group of methods for 
planting in which the num ber of 
tillage trips over a field is reduc­ 
ed 
It includes methods described 
below. 
Plow Plant: A method where the 
plowing and planting operations 
are perform ed in one trip over the 
field. A one row' planter m ay be 
hitched to a 3 bottom 14 - inch plow 
or a two .row planter may be hitch­ 
ed to some 5 bottom plows. No til­ 
lage other than plowing is done. 
The corn is planted in the freshly 
plowed soil. Power requirem ents 
are high and planting may take 
more tim e than conventional plant­ 
ing. 
Wheel 
Track; 
A 
method 
of 
plow ing in one operation and p la n t-1 
ing later in the firm ed soil of a 
wheel track. Usually planting is 
done within 1 or 2 day« after plow­ 
ing. At tim es a light tillage tool is 
pulled behind the plow if clods are 
excessive. T ractor wheels are ad­ 
justed to row* widths At lea-t one 
m ajor machinery' company now 


sells a planter designed to follow 
a row - crop tractor. 
This method m ay also extend 
the necessary planting season un­ 
less a second tractor and opera­ 
tor is used. 


CULTIVATOR PLANTING: The 
land is plowed in the fall or in 
the early spring. At planting tim e 
a 
front 
mounted 
cultivator 
is 
mounted on the front of the trac­ 
tor and the planter hitched to the 
rear. The cultivator kills weeds 
and smooths and lightly firm s the 
soil just ahead of the planter. Po­ 
wer requirem ents are higher than 
using only a planter, buut are low- 
enough to be handled by m any 
farm tractors. 
Planting tim e is 
not significantly longer than con­ 
ventional planting. 
«, 


STRIP TILL PLANTING 
This 
can take several forms, but is us­ 
ually much like cultivator - plant­ 
ing. After plow ing, a narrow strip 
is tilled ahead of the planter for 
a seed zone. The strips between 
the rows are tilled later. 
Sweeps, rotary tiller,, rotary hoe 
wheels or a combination of two of 
these are used for the strip tillage. 
Research 
is 
being 
conducted 
here in Missouri on a strip - till 
planter that will not require that 
the 
land 
be plowed 
before 
the 
planting - tilling operation. 
All of the m ethods discussed 
above are being used for corn to 
some extent. Each iia.$ some ad­ 
vantages for certain operators and 
farm ing conditions. The convention 
al tillage m ethods produces good 
stands, good yieelds 
and 
equip­ 
ment is available. Costs are high­ 
er ana norm ally results in more 
runoff and erosion than m inimum 
tillage methods. 
Minimum tillage can also pro­ 
duce good stands and yields and 
at the sam e tim e lower production 
cost and reduce erosion. Equip­ 


ment can be a problem and som e 
know how is required to fit opera­ 
tions to soil conditions and sea­ 
sonal variations. 


ONE U. S. FARMER FEEDS

continuing a m agnificent job ot 
producing more than enough food 
for the grow'ing U. S. population. 
The tJ. S. D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture’s Economic Research Service 
estim ates that farm ers will m ain­ 
tain near record volume despite 
a decrease in output in 1961 
Farm output has increased a 
an annual rate of 2.5 pper ccn‘ 
over the past 10 years while the 
population increased by 1.8 per­ 
cent a year. 
F arm ers achieved their recorci 
output of the last few years with 
the fewest acres planted to crops 
in the past 40 years. Stepped-up 
production per acre accounted for 
the larger yields. At the Fame tinv 
farm output per man - hour conti­ 
nues to increase. Tt was almost 
7 per cent higher in I960 than in 
1959 and has more than doubiler 
since 1947-49.

At first only cotton stalks were 
believed tough enough to take 
the punishment of flame. Today, 
with pinpoint 
control, LP-gas 
flame cultivator* control weeds 
in scores of grain, vegetable and 
fruit crops. The cultivators are 
pulled by tractors powered with 
the high octane LP-gas. 
Flame cultivation has brought 


the $160 an acre cost of hand 
weeding onions down to $-5. One 
man with a flame cultivator can 
replace 40 with hoes. About five 
gallons of LP-gas per acre is all 
that's usually required for most 
crops. 


Surprisingly helpful side ef­ 
fects turned up in LP-gas flame 
cultivation experiments. Some 30 
years ago the first tests on cot­ 
ton showed that the bolls of 
fiber set higher on the plant, 
making it easier for mechanical 
cotton pickers. Now it's known 
that tome diseased crops can 
be burned back to ground sur­ 
face level and re-emerge as 
healthy plants.

Of all the arguments for medical care for the aged under 
Social Security that have been made, this one may be the 
worst. 
Now on the books is a Federal program to help the state 
give medical aid to all elderly people who cannot afford it. 
James Carey, president of the International Union of Elec­ 
trical Workers, now complains that this law obviously is 
inadequate — because it isn’t costing enough money. 
The present law has been in effect since November, 1960. 
In West Virginia, for example, the first full month of its 
operation cost $1,340. Seven months later, a one-month per­ 
iod cost $391,859 in that state. The machinery was going 
into operation, and people were 
finding out about 
the pro­ 
visions. Further increases may be expected. 
But if the program isn’t costing as much as expected, this 
is more likely to indicate that the propagandists for 
the 
Social Security approach have overestimated the need for 
such financial aid. Surveys have shown that health insur­ 
ance and other institutional aid, as well as i>ersonal funds, 
have left relatively few of the elderly unable to secure 
medical sendees. State and local aid, now bolstered by the

“We can’t be satisfied with having people in some re­ 
cipient land point vaguely off into the distance and say. 
There’s gold in them thar hills.’ We’ve got to know*—or 
find out— exactly what minerals they’ve got, which are 
worth developing, and so on.” 
In the vital matter of producing more food and fiber in 
the undeveloped lands, it is suggested that far more is 
needed in the w’ay of technical aid to agriculture, in the 
m anner of our own remarkable agricultural extension work 
guided by the land grant colleges. 
A surprising amount of such work is already being done, 
and the land grant schools across the nation are quietly 
part icinat intr in development programs in many foreign 
lands. But the view- is growing that far more of this kind 
of aid is required. 
Increasingly we may find that aid will be founded first 
on expert knowledge, gained from exploration and full in­ 
ventory, of what a country has in material and human 
resources. 
Once a country thus “knows itself” better, the effort 
thereafter may be to help it develop the skills— in mining, 
manufacturing and primarily farming— needed to make 
the most of what it has. America’s many excellent techni­ 
cal schools obviously can make a steadily larger contribu­ 
tion to this purpose.

Farm ers have had several ques­ 
tions about post emerging with 
Atrazine after the corn crop ia up 
to a good stand. In many cases, 
rains right after planting prevent­ 
ed farm ers from applying the At­ 
razine as a pre emerge. 
There have been no known cases 
of corn injury where the Atrazine 
j was 
applied 
as 
recommended 
either as a post or pre emergence 
weedicide. 
Farm er* can apply atrazine as 
a post emergence chemical 
and 
. kill most weeds and grasses which 
have already germinated provid­ 
ing they are now over I to I1-* 
inches high. It will normally kill 
these weeds and grasses and still 
serve the corn crop as 
a 
pre­ 
emerge weedicide to control future 
germinating weeds and grasses. 
If the weeds and grasses grow 
taller than 
inches high, a good 
clean cultivation can be made and 
atrazine applied after cultivation 
to serve the remainder of the sea­ 
son a* a pre-emerge. 
If the com is very small, 2 to 5 
inches high, the atrazine can be 
sprayed directly over the row and 
get good coverage. If the corn is 
larger, drop nozzles should be us­ 
ed on each side of the row spray­ 
ing a fan which will cover the row'. 
It will not damage the com if a 
part of the chemical is sprayed 
on the base of the stalk. The prob­ 
lem of spraying directly over the 
row is the broad leaves on larger 
cora will catch the chemical and 
prevent good ground coverage.

Tilt* reader makes a comparison 
between conditions described in the 
mission appeal and those under 
which Hie Southern Negro lives and 
asks why organizations similar to 
the NAACP have not done some­ 
thing for the Indians. 
We can answer some but not ail 
of her questions. It so happens that 
we have spent part of every vaca­ 
tion for several years among Hie 
Northern Cheyenne 
on 
what 
is 
known officially as the Tongue R iv­ 
er Reservation in Southern Mon­ 
tana—an area to which the North­ 
ern Cheyenne were assigned to­ 
ward the close of the Plains Indi­ 
ans conquest. Of those, the North­ 
ern Cheyenne were the 
bravest, 
proudest and most moral. 


ITiev have been debased bv condi­ 


tions under which they have been 
compelled to live to a point which 


shames every American. We doubt 
if any Southern state would tolerate 
similar conditions 
relating 
to 


homes, health and education. If 
anything the mission description of 


Northern Cheyenne 
poverty 
as 
quoted in tile reader’s letter is an 
understatement. 
The Plains Indians have never 
had any lobbies 
and 
pressure 
groups and not many persons have 
concerned themselves with

plight. They have no block voting 
value and any plea they might 
make at Washuigton is more aid
